The Glades took Donna’s threat in it's stride Friday and 
Saturday; her ferocity and deadly potential were recognized as 
were her proclivities for swishing this way and stomping that 
way — full hurricane pumped out, preparations were made; we 
were boarded up, battened down, storm shelters open and Red 
Cross Disaster Committee functioning.

Crop Damage 

It is generally agreed that the 
only material damage to crops 
is in corn. “We can tell you af- 
ter October 10th (estimated first 
harvest) and for the next 60 
days just what the damage is” 
professionals tell us. Reduced 
yield and quality will be the 
principal damage. Rains pre- 
vious to the storm had damaged 
some of the older corn. 

It is not believed that any 
damage was suffered by celery. 

Potatoes were not planted as 
yet, and very little leaf crops 
had been planted. 

Water from the hurricane was 
not a problem. The C&SF large 
area pumps had pumped down 
the canals and farmers follow- 
ed a standard procedure of hav- 
ing water tables in readiness 
for the rainfall accompanying 
the hurricane. Reports indicate 
from 3 to four inches generally 
over the area. 

Most of the sugar cane was 
blown, but in one direction, and 
not generally twisted. 

Nine families stranded in the 
area when their auto trips were 
stopped by the blow were cared 
for and sent on their ways 
through the county welfare de- 
partment.
